This report of Cousin is reviewed by Sir Will- 
iam Hamilton, in his ‘‘ Discussions on educa- 
tion.” [1852.] Matthew Arnold, in 1859-60, 
and again in 1865, made a thorough study of 
the educational institutions of Germany, vis- 
iting that country under commission from the 
English Government. The result of his inves- 
tigations is found not only in the official re- 
ports of the commission, but in his volume, 
(published in 1867), entitled “ Higher schools 
and universities of Germany.” See also H.
